Mieagre Reports of a Horrible Fourth- 
ofJuly Excursion Accidemt on the 
Ohio River. 

Special Dispatch to The Uhtcago Tribune. 

Pirrssura, Pa., July 4.—The Seioto collided 
with the steamer Loomis near Mingo, below 
Steubenville. Both had excursion parties on 
board. About 100 lives were lust. 

FIRST DISPATCH. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

PitrsspurG, July 4.—lInteiligence is just ro- 
ceived here that the steamer Scioto, with an ex- 
cursion party on board, collided witha tow- 
boat near Mingo Junction, O. 

One hundred persons are reported drowned. 

Telegraphic facilities are meagre. 

SECOND DISPATCH. 

Mrinco Junorion, O., July 4—The steamer 
Scioto, with about 500 passengers, collided with 
the John Lowax in the middie of the river to- 
night, sinking the Scioto in fifieen feet of water, 
only the pilot-house being visible. 

Excursionists are arriving, but are so much 
excited that we cannot get any definit informa- 
tion as to the number of lost. 


THIRD DISPATCH. 


Mrndo JUNCTION, O., July-4.—One of the sur- 
vivors says the Scioto was coming up the river 


under a full head of steam, an@/whén about ha

The pilot of the Scioto whistled for the chan- 
nel, but Owing toa misunderstanding both boats

in three minutes from the time of the collision. 
The scenes on the Scioto were beartronding, and 
the life struggies were frightful to behold. The 
Lomax was only slightly disabled, and went to 
work at once to save those on board the unfort- 
upate Scioto. This task was 
RENDERED EASIER BY THE BRIGHT MOON- 

LIGHT, 
and no doubt many lives were saved from this 
renson. It is now believed that the first reports 
were exaggerated, and that the loss of life will 
not exceed twenty persons.

WHEN WE COLLIDED

“I was on watch at the time of the accident, 
and when the boats whistled for passing I 
noticed there was something wrong, but 
thought nothing of it, and stepped out 
on the deck for a second, when I saw the Loomis 
right on us. 1 rushed back to my engine, 
obeyed the bell to go back, which was immedi- 
ately followed by a dell to stop, and then, seeing 
the boat was sinking, the engineer and I threw 
a skiff into the river, and then [ran after my 
coat. When 1 got back the skiff was o 

FULL OF POOR STRICKEN PEOPLE 
that I knew it would sink. 80 I jumped into 
the river and struck out forthe West Virginia 
shore. In looking around meas I swam I saw 
a sight that took the lite out of me. 
The water was biack with struggling 
bumanity, and the expression of faces was 
the most terribie that you can imagine. Men, 
women, and children were crying piteousiy for 
help, and some of the screams so unnerved me 
that I could scarcely swim, but the current was 
very strong, and as I struck out with all of 
my might, 1 soon got out of sight 
of the crowd in the water, there being but two 
boys near me, who managed to reach the shore 
in safety with a little help from me. We swam 
about a mile altogether, and when we reached 
shore it was almost impossible for any of us to 
stand up. 
AS TO HOW MANY WERE LOST, 

I can form no idea, nor do I know what caused 
the accident, or who is to blame. I heard that 
one of Capt. Thomas’ little boys was lost; Ned 
was his name, I believe.

A Pugilistic Eucounter Between Sulli- 
van and Ellictt—The Latter Knocked 
Out of Time......

New York, July 4.—Ever since Jobn L. Sulli- 
van, of Boston, whipped Patrick Ryan, of Troy, 
at Mississippi City, he bas been the recipieat of 
challenges from gentlemen more or less dis- 
tinguished as pugilists, who insisted that he.

The first man to confront 
Sullivan was James Elliott, and the fun 
began at 5:25: At the close of the 
first round Mr. Elliott’s white xnee-breeches 
were stained with mud, his back was bleeding 
from scratches received by scraping on the 
flooring, and blood was oozing from bis mouth. 
Mr. Sullivan sat in his corner While his seconds 
fanned bim. He was slightiy “blown,” but was 
as “fresh as a daisy.” Mr. Elliott's face had as- 
sumed a ghastly color. The second round was a 
repetition of the first. Mr. Elliott slipped and 
fell repeatediy.. He continued his attempts 
tv dodge Mr. Sullivan's biows, and 
failed to hit the Bostonian. It was 
clear to. everybody that Mr. Elliott was 
no match for Mr. Sullivan. He wasted no 
time and struck Mr. Elliott a blow under the 
jaw that completely ruined that gentleman as 
an antagonist.

The ot ogg was in its most beautiful 
flowers and the greenest of 
grass, every oue seemed to tboroughly en- 
joy the luxury of a few hours spent in its charm- 
ing surroundings. The visitors in the park were 
estimated all the way from 6,000 to 10,000. 
They were generaily in smali family 
picnic parties or little private parties, 
and of course the exceedingly friendly parties 
of two were more numerous than any other. 
About the only recent improvement to be noted 
is the introduction of feurteen iamps to light 
the park. They burn oll and are automatic, ex- 
tinguishing themselves at 10 o'clock at night, 
‘when the park is closed to visitors. 
Every one who visits Central Park must taste 
the mineral-water which flows so abundantly 
from the artesian well. Thus far there bas been 
but one drinking fountain, and many times 
dozens of people have to wait their turn to get a 
drink. To obviate this and give ail an oppor- 
tunity,a new e is to be introduced in the 
weil, with which half a dozen or more drinki 
fountains will be connected. Many carri 
away 1 of the water yesterday. 

At Humboldt Park the visitors were the same 
in number and character as usual on the Fourth 
of Juiy. Little picnic parties were to be seen 
onevery band in the shady bowers. The lake 
was dotted with rowing 12 and everybody 
was enjoying himself and herself to the utmost. 
There was the best of order throughout the day, 
with no rowdytsm nor drunkenness anywhere to 


be seen. There are many improvements in the 


park in the way of lamps, new seats, greater. ex- 
nee flowers, and better care and cultiva- 
on. 


The Theatres and Circus. 
On holidays the theatres generally do a large 
business, especially inthe evening, and they did 
last night, all the houses being packed full,, 


dowp-stairs as well as up. At the matinées/ 


however, the audiences, as a rule, were only 
“fair."’ The up-stairs, or cheaper seats, were 
nearly all occupied, but many of the bigher- 
priced ones in the orchestra and circle were va- 
cant. The busiaess as a whole was larger than 
last year, and all the managers were satistied 
with their receipts. 

The circus gave three performances, and on 
each occasion the tent was comfortably crowded, 
notwithstanding the zephyrs from the north 
were scarcely balmy enough to make it pleas- 
ant in the vicinity of the lake shore. 


The Trade-and-Labor Demonstration 
at Ogden Grove. : ; 

The Trade-and-Labor demonstration was not 
a very great success, hardly more than half of 
the unions which were expected to turn out 
taking part in the procession, and those that 
did so, as a rule, were represeated by less than 
a majority of the membership. The different 
organizauons formed on the streets running 
into Market place on West Randolph street, 
where an immense crowd gatheredto see them 
off. There was a gorgeous display of bunting 
on the bouses in the vicinity, but very little 
vocal onthusiasm. 

The line got under way with unusual prompt- 
ness, starting at 10:45—only a quarter of an hour 
lato—and moving off in the following order: 

First Division—Chief Marshal Rogers and aids, 
band, Milwaukee delegation in carriages, Trades 
Assemby, TypograpBicai Union No. 16, Typo- 
graphia No. 9, Tanners and Curriers, Horse- 
shoers, Suoemakers.

Oa its 
sides was the advice, Smoke none bat uuion 
cigars,’’ and over the heads of the workmen was 
the notice which is placed on the boxes by the 
dealers favorable to the union. The sailors es- 
corted a prettily ornamented truck in whicn was 
one of their number dressed as Neptune, and a 
score of little giris in white and blue, and 
boys in regulation ‘“togs.” The sew- 
ing women notified the world that they 
eared for their sick and buried their dead. 
Aside from the familiar univn banners, which 
contained the iuscription8—** injustice to one is 
the concern of all.“ Peace and prosperity to the 
faithful,” * This union must and soali stand.“ 
Ste., etc.—there were few in the line, only one 
body—the Tanners—having gotten up aoy for 
the occasion. Their sentiments were thus ex- 
pressed:

Thousands of people were scattered along the 
line of march to the grove, and everybody was 
disappointed, baving looked fora display worthy 
of the third manufacturing city in the country. 
Lut the turnout, smati though it was, reflected 
credit on the unions, for a smoothor, more or- 
deriy, and better conducted procession, was never 
held in Chicago. 

AT OGDEN’S GROVE 


during the afternoon from 4,000 to 5,000 persons, 
including, of course, the participants in the pro- 
cession, gathered to do honor to the occasion. 
Unhappily for the success of the demonstration, 
considered from the trades union standpoiat, 
the Knights of Labor asa collective body had 
frowned on the turnout. While not forbidding 
its members from participatiag in the proces- 
sion, the Knights of Labor organization heid 
aloof from it and rather discountenanced the 
picnic. The consequence was that many of the 
unions alfiliated with the Koaights turned out 
but asmall propordon of their mewmber- 
ship, one union which can put 1100 men in 
line only sending 185 to tne show. Nevertheless, 
there was u goodly gathering at the grove. Ali 
were weil-behaved, there were neither drunken 
men nor improper women to be seen, and the 
police had a sinecure, 

Along about baif-past 3 o’clock Diek Pow- 
ers. Preaideat of the Seamen's Union, called to 
order a crowd which had thered around the 
speaker's staud, From 1,200 to 1,500 persons as- 
sembied at this point and listened patiently to 
the speech-making. Powers had nothing to say, 
and said it in tones which reached even to the 
outskirts of the crowd, and to some extent inter- 
fered with the business of the wheel-of-fortune 
man and che three throws for a dime faker. 
Mark L. Crawford followed, reading the Declu- 
ration of Independence, which was rea ed 
witb three cheers. 

Powers then introduced Congressman Murch, 
of Maine, as 
American eagle.“ Mr. Murch was received 
with cheers. After the usual introductory 
statement that this was the proudest moment 
of his lite.“ Mr. Murch said that the Deciaration 
of Independence did not go far enough, and that 
they wanted to keep on improving it until every 
person, white, black. and red, male or fem 
over the age of 21 could cast a ballot. 

An enthusiastic claquer in the foreground

Celebration at the SBase-Bali 
Grounds. 

Mr. 8. Guy Sea, one of Chicago's most enter- 
prising citizens, last evening treated the people 
of Chicago to an old-time patriotic fireworks 
celebration, the like of which it had not seen for 
years, and which, for an individual effort, was 
really remarkable and deserving of the highest 
praise. A free show always draws a crowd, and 
last pight’s entertainment was no exception to 
that rule. The use of the Base-Ball Park had 
been secured by Mr. Sea, and it was his intention 
to have opened the gates at 6 o'clock, so that the 
masses could pour in easily and at will. But 
through either bad or extremely good playing 
the base-ball game was continued to fourteen 
innings, and lasted until 6:30. By this time a 
crowd of perhaps 1,000 persons had already 
gathered on Michigan aveuue m front of the bail 
grounds —— to be admitted. course 
the vast crowd within had to be let out before a 
new one could be let in, and all this took time. 
Then the gatee had to be kept closed until the 
poles for tne display and the mammoib pieces 
could be set. All this took time. During this 
delay the crowd without swelled into a dense 
mass of tho ds of men, women, children, 
and babes in arms. There was a crushing, push- 
ing, until the street was Olied with people, and 
they reached from curb to curb. In Dearborn 
Park there was another section of Chicago's 
populace, all waiting to be letinto “the magic 
circie.”” It was nearly s o'clock before the gates 
could be opened, and then the crowds surged 
in. The turostile fuirly tlew around, 
and it came as nearly to perpetual motion as 
was possible. Withioa the inclosure there 
were soon gathered fully 10,000 peopie, and 
the Randolph street viaduct was crowded, while 
at the neighboring windows thare were à num- 
ber of lookerg-on. 

A twenty minutes past 8 o'clock the ground 
was lighted up with cviored fires, which gave a 
beautiful effect. In the centre of the ground 
was located a stand, upon which there was an 
excuse for a brass d, and which was used 
tor the epeeking. Mr. Sea slid that Johany 
Hand had ag to furnish a good band, but 
that he had disappoiated bim. At 8:30 Mr. Sea 
stepped on the piatform and made the following 
brief address of welcome. He regretted that he 
had Kept the peopie waiting, but gave the 
reasons. He said:

ronized. The cigarmakxers were accompanied 
by a truck fuilof men, who were making cigars 
and throwing them out to the crowd. Oa its 
sides was the advice, Smoke none but uuion 
cigars,’’ and over the heads of the workmen was 
the notice which is placed ou the boxes by the 
dealers favorable to the union. The sailurs es- 
corted a prettily ornamented truck iu whicn was 
one of their number dressed as Neptune, and a 
score of little giris in white and blue, and 
boys in regulation “ togs.” The sew- 
ing women potitied the world that they 
eared for their sick and buried their dead. 
Aside from the familiar unſon banners, which 
contained the iascription8—" injustice to one is 
the concern of all.“ Peace and prosperity to the 
faithful,” This union must and salli stand.“ 
etc., etce.—there were few in the line, only one 
body—the Tanners-—baving gotten up aoy for 
the occasion.

AT OGDEN’S GROVE 


during the afternoon from 4,000 to 5,000 persons, 
including, of course, the participants in the pro- 
cession, gathered to do honor to the occasion.

Along about baif-past 3 o'clock Diek Pow- 
ers. Presideat of the Seamen's Union, called to 
order a crowd which had thered around the 
speaker's staud, From to 1,500 persons as- 
sembied at this point and listened patiently to 
the speech-making. Powers hud nothing to say, 
and said it in tones which reached even to the 
outskirts of the crowd, and to some extent inter- 
fered with the business of the wheel-of-fortune 
man and he three throws for a dime faker.

Base- Ball 


Celebration at the 
Grounds, 

Mr. S. Guy Sea, one of Chicago's most enter- 
prising citizens, last evening treated the people 
of Chicago to an old-time patriotic fireworks 
celebration, the like of which it had not seen for 
years, and which, for an individual effort, was 
really remarkable and deserving of the highést 
praise. A free show always draws a crowd, and 
last pight’s entertainmeut was no exception to 
that rule. The use of the Base-Ball Park had 
been secured by Mr. Sea, and it was his intention 
to have opened the gates at 6 O' clock. so that the 
masses could pour in easily and at will. But 
through either bad or extremely good playing 
the base- ball game was continued to fourteen 
innings, and lasted until 6:30, By this time a 


crowd of perhaps 1,000 persons had already 
gu thered on Mionigan aveuue in front of the bail 
grounds expecting to be admitted. Of course

* the vast crowd within had to be let out before a 


new one could be let in, and all this took time. 
Then the gates had to be kept closed until the 
poies for tne diepiay and the mammotb pieces 
could be set. All this took time. During this 
delay the crowd without swelled into a dense 
muss of tholsands of men, women, children, 
and ba bes in arms. There was a crushing, push- 
ing, until the street was filled with people, and 
they reached from curb to curb. In Dearborn 
Park there was another section of Chicago's 
populace, all waiting to be letinto “the magic 
circie.”” It was neariy s o'clock before the gates 
could be opened, and then the crowds surged 
ia. The turostile fuirly tlw around, 
and it came as nearly to perpetual motion as 
was possible. Within the inciosure there 
were soon gathered fully 10,000 people, and 
the Randolph street viaduct was crowded, while 
at the neighboring windows thare were a num- 
ber of lookerg-on. 

A twenty minutes past 8 o’clock the ground 
was lighted up with colored fires, which gave a 
beautiful effect. In the centre of the ground 
was located a stand, upon which there was an 
excuse for a brass band, and which was used 
tor the speaking. Mr. Sea Aid chat Johnay 
Hand had agr to furnish a good band, but 
that de had disappoiated bim. At 8:30 Mr. Sea 
stepped on the platform and made the following 
brief address of welcome. He regretted that he 
had kept the peopie waiting, but gave the 
reasons. He said: 

LADI&#8S AND GENTLEMEN: Doubtless you ex- 
pect a speech, and I fancy that even in this 
gathering gioom, which shall soon be giorious in 
tire and light, that I detect alarm depicted upon 
faces about me. My friends, my supporters, my 
kind patrons, there is no cause for this feam I 
shall not impose such a sorrow and affliction 
upon you onthisday of giad rejoicing. The 
gutes ars not locked, and did I begin a speech 
its ending would nad an empty park.

Some day when I have grown and have attained 
to the stature of Chicago's longest nian, wnose

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THE SUGAR TAX. 

Mr. Aldrich, one of the Representatives of 
the City of Chicago in Congress, has intro- 
duced a bill to reduce the tax on sugar, and, 
being the first bill proposed of late years to 
reduce taxes other than those ou whisky, it 
deserves more than a passing notice. Itis 
a bill out of the usual character, It is lit- 
erally a bill to reduce the cost of living by 
reducing the duplicate form by which sugar 
is taxed. If the bill could be so framed that 
it would break up and prohibit the glaring 
and scandalous frauds brazenly perpetrated 
on the revenue by the sugar imvorters he 
would deserve the special thanks of tne 
country. 

Sugar has become the most important item 
in the import trade of the United States. It 
rises superior to all other articles both in the 
vaiue of the goods imported and in the aggre- 
gate of the duties collected. In 1881 the quan- 
tity of sugar and molasses brought into the 
United States and of the amount ot the taxes 
and revenue collected therefrom were as fol- 
lows. Here are the figures of the imports 
of 1881: 


In 1881 the United States collected from 
sugar and molasses about $47,000,000 of rev- 
enue, and this despite the frauds on the 
Treasury. Some few years ago Congress, 
being desirous of doing something handsome 
for the sugar-refiners, suddenly passed a bill 
increasing the tax on sugar and molasses by 
an addition of B per cent. Of course this 
bill was timed so as to include an immense 
stock of sugar in the country. The value of 
a year’s supply of sugar is $45,000,000, and 
the addition of 25 per cent to its value by the 
addition of that much to the value of the 
stock in the country was a direct donation to 
the sugar-refiuers of a sum of money ranging 
from $5,000,000 to $10,000,000, Having pocketed 
the good sum, then the importers adopted 


the practice of coloring the sugars so as to 


enable them to deprive the Treasury of at 
least one-fourth of its lawful revenues. 

We published a few days ago the report of 
the Treasu:y officer to the effect that it was 
the common practice to import the artifi- 
cially colored sugars, at the lowest rate of 
valuation, and then have the same sugar re- 
fined and exported; going into the refinery 
as low grade, and paying the lowest duty, 
and coming out of the refinery weighing 
pound for pound and receiving. from the 
Treasury a drawback as for sugar of the 
highest value. 

The sugar frauds have been for years 
among the most notorious practiced on the 
Treasury, and year after year Congress has 
utterly failed to correcé them. Secretary 
Sherman for five years labored most ear- 
nestly to counteract them, but Congress per- 
emptorily refused.to aid him, orto pass any 
legisiation on the subject. The fraudulent 
sugar operators seem to have been able to 
suppress and stifle every effort made in the 
way of reforming the law. 

Mr. Aldrich’s bill is to repeal the special 
bounty voted by Congress a few years ago— 
to repeal the vote making the additional 25 
per cent tax on sugar. We do not suppose 
this extra 25 per cent duty compensates the 
Treasury for the loss resulting from the 
fraud practiced in the discoloration of sugar 
by artificial means, so the importer uses this 
25 per cent extra duty asa protection against 
the competition by importers who do not 
grossly plunder the Treasury by legal but 
none the less dishonest valuations. 

We have no idea that Mr. Aldrich's bill 
has the slightest chance of passing. The 
Ways and Means Committee is not likely to 
give away what its predecessors have never 
yielded, and that is the sugar tax, even if it 
is redolent with fraud; The sugar interest 
is even more firmly seated in its monopoly 
than the steel-rail operators, and it is not 
likely the present committee will propose to 
rid the country of that scandalous organiza- 
tion. Still Mr. Aldrich’s measure is a proper 
and just one, and it is in the interest of cheap 
food, but nevertheless there is too much 
money in sugar for Congress to lay its hand 
ou the dishonest ring which controls that 
business. Sage

THE EGYPTIAN COMPLICATION. 

The question of peace or war is again agi- 
tating men’s minds in Eurove. It is not 
this time what the schemes of Bismarck, that 
béte noire of European politics, will prompt 
him to do, but rather what the purposes are 
of Arabi Bey, lately a Colonel*in the Egyp- 
tian army, now the War Minister and prac- 
tically the ruler of Egypt. Upon his deter- 
mination depends the solution. That there 
will be intervention in Egyptian affairs as 
the result of the conference of European 
Powers now in session at Constantinople we 
think there is little doubt. As yet it has not 
been determined by which of the Powers 
such intervention shall be made. Whether 
it shall be by Turkey alone or England and 
Turkey combined remains to be seen. En- 
gland and France are the two countries most 


were prior to the beginning of the disturb- 
inces, but it is questionable if the remaining 
Powers will willingly give assent to their 
again exercising so potent a control in the 
Egyptian Government. italy has constant- 


fre pro in the preservation of affairs as they 


viewed their mfluence in Egypt with the 
utmost jealousy. Germany and Austria un- 


der their recent treaties with the Porte will 
be largely inclined to throw their influence 
in its fayor. When Ismail Khédive waa re 
placed by Tewfik, his son, it was brought 
about by the influence of France and En- 
gland. They then thought it necessary to 
obtain the consent of the Sultan to effect this 
object. It is not likely that, supported as he 
is by the sympathies at least of Germany and 
Austria, he will now be willing to resign or 
ignore his rights as suzerain of Egypt, rights 
which he had practically lost,-but which the 
action of England and France thus restored 
to him. 

Until now Arabi Bey has beaten the 
French and English Cabinets at every turn. 
He has shown himself more than a match 
for the statesmen of both countries, and, hay- 
ing the entire support of the Egyptian peo- 
ple in his effort to free his country from the 
meroenary control exercised over it by En- 
gland and France, he is entitled to évery 
sympathy. Riots have, it is true, occurred in 
Cairo and Alexandria by which many Europe 
ans have lost their lives, but, if the manner 
be considered in which these two countries 
have administered the pecuniary affairs of 
Egypt in order that Egyptian bondho 


their subjects, might receive every farthing

there was a drop of juice left in it. 

The Egyptians themselves are in no sense 
responsible for the debt under which their 
country labors, nor haye they ever received 
a tithe of advantage from it. It was incurred 
by Ismall Khedive, and the money was ex- 
pended by him largely in dissipation, with- 
out reference to the benefit his subjects 
might receive from it. When his credit was 
exhausted so that he could no longer raise 
money with which to pay the exorbitant in- 


terest demanded, England and France de- 


throned him, and assumed practical charge 
of the country. It is to relieve Exypt from 
this zrindihg oppression by them that Arabi 
Bey has rebelled. He and his followers ex- 
press the determination to pay all the just 
debts which Egypt owes, but they wish to 
have the control of their own affairs, and 
claim that, being natives and citizens of the 
country, they know betterthan any foreigner 
can possibly know by what means this 
money can best be raised with the least 
hardship to their own people. 

Egypt has no army with which to resist 
successfully any intervention which may be 
determined on. Great efforts were made by 
Ismail Khedive to perfect her military or- 
ganization, and large sums were expended by 
him for this purpose, but unfortunately the 
Egyptians are not a wariike race, and their 
troops can scarcely be relled on. They have 
been beaten several times by the unskilled 
natives of Abyssinia, and during the Russo- 
Turkish war the contingent sent by Ezypt to 
assist the Sultan was regarded as so unrelia- 
ble by Turkish Generals that it was kept in 
garrison all the time, and we believe was not 
brought into collision with Russian troops. 
Arabi Bey can expect nothing by attempting 
armed resistance to the European troops 
which may enter Egypt, but it is doubt- 
ful if he will be able to restrain his fol- 
lowers, and every excess may be expected 
from them. It has been said that 
it was their intention to interfere with, 
at least, if not to destroy, the Suez Canal, 
This would be to cause armed intervention 
of England at all hazards, regardless of any 
responsibility she might owe to the rest of 
Europe. Under any circumstances France 
wil) probably do no more than she has al- 
ready done. She has her hands full with the 
affairs of Tunis and Algeria, and will not 
be likely to desire further military eomplica- 
tions in North Africa. 

If intervention is carried out by England 
and Turkey combined, the action of the 
former will probably be confined to guard- 
ing the Suez,Canal, while to Turkey in any 
event, whether in codperation with another 
Power or not, will no doubt be delegated 
the restoration of order in the interior of the 
country. Collisions with Turkish troops 
will doubtless occur, but the Egyptians will 
be forced to yield, and Egypt will once 
more become subject to Turkish misrule, 
from which she was freed by Mehemed Ali 
more than half a century ago. We see little 
hepe that the desperate and frenzied attempt 
of Arabi Bey to free his countrymen from 
foreign oppression can result in any good to 
them, unless the skill be has already dis- 
played be sufficiently great to win from the 
Suitan what no one has yet been able to 
bring about—good government for his sub- 


jects.

IRISH INTERROGATION POINTS. 

An article which appeared in the London 
Times two or three weeks ago, when the 
Coercion bill was dragging its slow length 
along, or, as the Times very aptly describes 
the situation, dhe parliamentary ship finds 
itself laboriously toiling through a sort of 
seaweed bed of dilatory discussion,” de- 
scribes one of the obstacles thrown in the 
way of the progress of legisiation. The 
Irishman has been charged with nearly all 
the characteristics of every other nation, but 
we now learn that he is not only all that 
other people are in an emphasized degree, 
but he is also an interrogatory creature, 
Unquestionably Mr. Parnell was right before 
he took his leave in declaring that there had 
been no deliberate obstruction of the bill, and 
it is absurd to suppose that there was an or- 
ganized conspiracy to obstruct it upon the part 
of the Irish members. They probably never 
once exceeded the parliamentary limitation 
in their opposition to the bill, and yet they 
succeeded in delaying its progress so effect- 
ually that it would have taxen until dooms- 
day or thereabouts to pass it at the rate they 
were going, and of course the delay was all 
the more aggravating because every other 
measure before Parliament, even to the 
cléture, had been postponed in order to at- 
tend to this bill, which was declared to be 
both imperative and urgent. There are thirty 
clauses in the Dill, and after each clause is 
passed then the whole bill must come up for 
discussion as amended and passage. The 
whole bill was debated on every clause, and 
every clause came up separately. As soon as 
the particular questions relating to each 
clause were discussed these questions would 
reappear in some other iorm and tresh discus- 
sions would arise. Then amendments would 
be offered and, of course, there would be dis- 
cussion on bach amendment. By expedients 
ot this sort, which are familiar in filibuster- 
ing in this country, but which cannot be ex- 
tended to such an endless limit with us as 
there, as there are checks which can be ap- 
plied, the Irish members had so impeded 
the progress that it took upon an average 
more than three days to pass one clause. 
At the end of fifty-one days fifteen clauses 
had been passed, though the most of them 
were only of secondary importance. The 
prospect, therefore, was that the remaining 
tifteen clauses, Which really contain the most 
important as well as most objectionable parts 
of the bill, would so clog the progress of the 
Parliamentary ship as nearly to bring it toa 
standstill. 

The asking of questions, however, seems 
to have been the principal agency employed 
by the Lrish members in delaying the bill, and

KANSAS WHEAT IN CHICAGO. 

THE TRIBUNE yesterday published a state- 
ment by a Kansas authority that a larger 
percentage of the wheat crop of that State 
will come to Chicago than in. any previous 
year. This was intimated to be a natural 
consequence of the change recently adopt- 
ed in the wheat trade of this city. It will be 
gratifying news to those who advocated the 
change, and the arrival of the wheat will be 
still more welcome to those who have 
watched with alarm the rapid decadence in 
the volume of our wheat receipts during 
three years past. For the last six months 
they have only aggregated 2,762,314 bushels, 
against 14,824,990 bushels in 1881, against 28, 
541,607 bushels in 1880, and 34,106,109 bushels 
in 1879. It is true there has been some aug- 
ment in the receipts of flour, but little in- 
crease in the trading in that article, as a 
zreat deal of flour is now consigned through 
Chicago from the mills in Minnesota direct 
to the Eastern States and to Europe. There 
has really been a big falling off in the aggre- 
gate of wheat and flour handled by the trade 
in this city; and a few more years of decline, 
at the same rate, would have witnessed the 
practical extinction of a wheat market in 
Chicago. The speculative trading has been 
kept ap, but could scareely have continued 
with a disappearance of the material basis 
for such business. The numerous squeezes 
given to short sellers were possible only un- 
der conditions of real or artificial scarcity; 
and if repeated many times more they would 
inevitably have killed off the speculative 
phase of the market along with the actual. 
There is no mistaking the fact that capital 
has found it comparatively easy to control 
prices, and the people who have operated 
witn an eye to lower quotations have paid 
for their temerity. | 

These conditions, however distasteful they 
may be to the bears, are really favorable to 
the busineas-people who own grain in the 
country, for they always want the most they 
can obtain for it. and send it to Chicago only 
when this city offers the best market, taking 
costs of transportation and handling into the 
account. It prices be relatively lower here 
than at other accessible points, those other 
points get the grain, and Chicago does not. 
If prices be higher here than elsewhere the 
produce flows hither; and if more is paid for 
it than can be realized the buyer stands the 
loss. This way of stating the case is so self- 
evident thatit should not be necessary; but, 
there are a good many in the trade who rea- 
son and act as if in complete ignorance of 
this fundamental point in political economy. 
Nota little of the recent argument on the 
Board of Trade has been apparent- 
ly based on the idea that lower 
prices would bring in more stuff. and thus 
increase the volume of trading. There is 
some reason to think that, with lower prices, 
we shall obtain more wheat in the future; 
but it can only be so while Chicago offers 
relatively good prices, whatever be the 
actual figures paid. We shall receive little 
of the current Kansas wheat crop if the 
holders can obtain more money by sending 
itto St. Louis, or Toledo, or points on the 
seaboard. Hence any trade legislation in this 
gity discriminating in favor of the bears.“ 
as against those technically known as

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COMETS LOST AND FOUND. 

The astronomers “ have been and gone and 
done it“ at last. They have actually lost the 
comet. After picking up the waif and nurs- 
ing it for months as earefully as if it were a 
puny’ infant, they relaxed their vigilance, 
and let it stray off till they now do not know 
where itis. The particulars of this inex- 
cusable blunder are not at hand, but there is 
reason to think that they let it stay out 
nights, while the wolves were around; and 
the poor little thing has by this time proba- 
bly disappeared into the maw of some ra- 
pacious monster of the planetary deep, past 
“even the hope of a resurrection. 

The sad event has cast a deep shadow of 
gloom over astronomical circles. Not only 
are the star-gazers at their wits’ ends to know 
what has become of the erstwhile foundling, 
but several of the telescopes are supposed 
to have shed tears of bitter disappointment 
over their inability to “pick it up.” At 
least, we may infer as much from the 
assiduous wiping with handkerchiefs to 
which these glasses have been subjected for 
a week or two past, removing the dewdrops 
that have gathered there. The depth of the 
chagrin can only be understood by those 
who have some idea of the work done in 
fencing in the interesting stranger. At the 
very first essay they wove around it a net- 
work the intricacy of which may be 
faintly inferred from the fact that a small 
section of it contained about thirty tangents, 
as many sines and cosinés, a big lot of 
secants, half a bushel of radicals, and sey- 
eral score letters of the Greek and other alfa- 
bets. Even this, however, was not deemed 
sufficient, and so the skillful architects of 
mathematical formulas constructed several 
others around it, with the view of furnishing 
additional security. That this minnow of the 
star depths should have done what a whale 
could scarcely have accomplished—that it 
has slipped through meshes which a ponder- 
ous planet could not break—may well be re- 
Worse 
than all, it has slipped off unperceived by 
the vigilant watchers whose especial pride 
itis that notliing escapes their eagle eyes: 
leaving them in the position of a detective 
who allows his prisoner to escape after being 
handcuffed and in sight of the police station. 

We would like to be able to tell the readers 
of Tue Trrsune what they (the astrono- 
mers) are going to do about it; but the fact 
is they do not themselves know yet. ‘There 
is reason to believe that some of them are 
hunting for another, which itis hoped. may 
be as good as the one that is lost. This may 
console the wounded pride of some of them: 
but there is reason to fear that this will not 
avail the discoverer. It was a case of “ first 
love” with him; and itis usually the case 
with mortals that the loss of the first love 
leaves a wound which it takes a long time tu 
heal, though it may be deemed better to 
— loved and lost tian never to have loved 
at all.“

who have spent years of valuable time in the 


endeavor to improve upon the methods of 
Laplace, Lagrange, Gauss, Olbers, etc., as 
those gentlemen improved upon the com- 
paratively crude mathematics of Newton, are 
all at sea. This of itself would not be so 
bad but for the consequences. They are fear- 
ful to contemplate. We may expect ere long 
to be visited with another deluge of 
mathematical formulas designed to, clear 
up the mystery, and shall be asked 
to examine them to see if they 
are not a success. Other people will 
be expected to commit that horrible array of 
symbols to memory, the attempt at which 
may render it necessary to double the capac- 
ity of our lunatic asylums, while terribly in- 
creasing the number of people anxious to 
gain a living by teaching that sort of slush 
to the rising generation. This, indeed, is a 
prospect of “within the lowest depths a 
lower deep still threatening to devour,” in 
regard to which the devout well-wisher to 
his species may fervently pray Good Lord 
deliver us!“ 

No one knows that this will be actually 
the sequel of the fiasco; but it is only nat- 
ural to look for something alarming in its 
character. If the sayans do not bestir them- 
selves they may as well give up; for the case 
is growing desperate. The above-noted fault 
is not the only recent one. It is but afew 
months since a number of the most enthu- 
siastic resolyed themselves into an associa- 
tion and parceled ont the heavens, assigning 
to each man a given strip of territory, which 
he was to search assiduously for comets. 
‘Lhe object was to cover the ground (or the 
sky) so thoroughly as to “let no guilty one 
escape.” Yet the news came recently from 
Egypt that a comet had been seen there, 
near the sun, during the few moments of the 
eclipse. That comet had wihged its flight 
past the planets of our system, and threaded 
its way among thestars, rightintoour neigh- 
borhood, without being seen by any one of 
the lynx-eyed gazers who had preémpted the 
whole firmament and driven their surveying- 
stakes in among the constellations, as if to 
warn offintruders. But they “could not see 
it.“ Some of them are now trying to explain 
the difficulty by saying that the comet must 
have come from the south, But they cannot 
prove that, and one may well be pardoned 
for doubting it; seeing that there are as- 
tronomers and telescopes in the Southern 
Hemisphere who are not usually caught nap- 
ping. 

The case is one of double failure—a loss 
of two straight heats, as the trotting-editor 
would put it, There is no ute in trying to 
evade or explain; still less to punish the out- 
side world by a mathematical inundation 
for this lack of enterprise. To do that 
would be to lay the knowing ones open to 
the same charge in reasoning as is already 
proved in regard to their omission—du- 


plicity.

THE G EXPENSES. 
Senator Hawley, though evidently sin- 
cere, was not altogether right when he de- 
clared that the discussion in Congress over 
the expenses attendant upon the illness and 
death of President Garfield would be painful 
to the people. It would certainly be much 
pleasanter if there had been ho provocation 
to such a discussion, but it could have been 
avoided only by an effort on the part of those 
having claims to put them at a reasonable 
figure. Unfortunately, there seems to bea 
universal tendency to extortion in case of 
death, which is probably based on. the 
natural desire of the living friends and rela- 
tives to escape public dispute over services 
rendered the dead. In the case of the Gar- 
field expenses this tendency was increased 
by the circumstance that the Government 
proposed to assumé and discharge thein- 
debtedness which had been incurred. 

It eannot be disputed that the physicians’ 
bills, whether made up by themselves or 
recommended by others, were exorbitant in 
their originalshape, Payment of $25,000 to 
the physician in charge, $10,000 each to the 
two consulting surgeons, and $5,000 each to 
anumber of other professional attendants 
would be unreasonable, and the sentiment of 
fair play is too strong among the American 
people to make them squeamish over any dis- 
cussion which may be necessary to reduce 
such exorbitant charges to proper propor- 
tions. ‘The term of service during Gen. Gar- 
field’s illness was about three months. The 
result did not show that any exceptional skill 
had been developed, though the attendance 
was faithful and the nursing of the best. The 
physicians who were employed achieved a 
wider reputation than a lifetime of ordinary 
and successful professional practice would 
have yielded them, Determined by these 
several conditions, their pay should certainly 
not exceed the compensation which might be 
expécted from the estate of a wealthy and 
liberalman. The Government ought not to 
be so much an object of plunder thatit may 
be gouged with impunity even in its works 
of charity. 

In deciding to create an auditing board, con- 
sisting of the First and Second Controllers of 
the Treasury and the U nited States Treasurer, 
and limiting their appropriations to $35,000 
for medical services and $57,500 for all serv- 
ices during the late President’s prostration, 
the Senate adopted a fair and wise plan for 
settling the bilis. This restriction will still 
allow $10,000 for Dr. Bliss, $5,000 each to 
Drs. Hamtkon and Agnew, and abundant 
compensation to other medical attendants. 
The rate of pay will be nut only ample but 
liberal; it will be larger than the same phy- 
sicians would ask for similar service ren- 
dered in any other case. It will leave no 
reproach for niggardliness, and at the same 
time will defend the Government from the 
exorbitant exactions which were first pro- 


posed. 
—_—_— 
INCREASED HOLIDAY TIME. 

There is an evident. disposition among the 
American people to increase the number of 
holidays. The commercial exchanges and 
boards of trade throughout the country 
adjourned over from Saturday till Wednes- 
day, and the members thus availed them- 
selves not only of the regular holidays on 
Sunday and the Fourth, but of an extra holl- 
day on the intervening business day. In 
New York the larger stores closed on Mon- 
day as well as yesterday. The system of 
weekly half-holidays during the summer has 
been adopted bya number of the leading 
dry-goods, grocery, and jewelry establish- 
ments of this city, and will be rapidly ex- 
tended to all the large stores if the public is 
careful to give preferente to those which 
adopt it. On all sides there are indications 
of a purpose among the controlling business- 
men to take and give more time for recrea- 
tion. 

This tendency is a sign of improvement in 
many directions, It betokens the approach 
of maturity in our principal cities.

FOUR ROUGHS, 


One of Them Killed by a Saloonkeeper 
Who Was to Have Been “ Carved »

HAVING HER WAY. 


An Obstreperous Postmistress Who Soon 
Demoralized the Office. 
Special to Cincitmnati Commercial. 

New York, July 3.—The people of Yonkers 
are embarrassed on the receiptof their mails 
because of tke disorganization of che pest- 
office. The trouble between the Postmaster and 
his chief deputy, which has been brewing for 
some time, culminated last week in the sud- 
den resignation of the deputy and the with- 
drawal with him of all the working force of the 
office. Since then the office has been in inex- 
perienced hands with a woful result to its busi- 
ness. The Postmaster is William McFarlane, 
appointed a year ago. Like two ot his prede- 
cessors, he relied for the practical direction of 
his work upon A. C. Mott, who has been in the 
Office for seventeen years. 

Mr. McPariane had not been in the office more 
thao six months before tie was taken ill, and 
since then he has not been abie to give it any 
care. However, be is blessed with a wife of 
tremendous energy and business tact, and she, 
since his illness, has carried on the silk business 
for him, and it would seem has still found time 
to look into the affairs of the post-office. About 
six weeks ago Mrs. —4 ol was sworn in as 
clerk, and immediately she began a reform in 
some of the business methods of the office. She 
was not satisiied with the management of the 
mooey-order and stamp department, which she 
ciaims — run without due business caution, 
all the gierks 1 access to the cush 
drawer ahd safe, ere being no daily bal- 
ance of the cash account. Mr. Mutt, besides be- 
ing Deputy-Postmaster, was agent for one or 
two transatlantic steamshi P in panies, carried 
on — yo business, an as Secretary of a 
Masonic lodge.

The Fourth was celebrated at the Chicago 
Driving Park in a memorable manner by the 
running of no less than twelve races, and 80 
admirable was the management of affairs by 
Secretary Hall that all the events were finished 
by 7 o'clock, the first race having been called 
shortly after noon. There was no unnecessary 
delay, everything moved smoothly, and not an 
accident or other unpleasant episode occurred 
to mar the pleasure of the occasion. In point of 
attendance the day was by far the best of the 
meeting and one of the best in the bistory of the 
track, not less than 12,000 people being present 
whiten the Illinois Derby, the principal event on 
the program, was run. Aud as this was the only 
stake race left to be run yesterday, and is 
one in which horsemen all over the 
country take a lively interest, it may be woll to 


say at this point that the result was peculiarly 


gratifying to residents of this city, the race 
being won by a Chicago colt, wile the second 
horse was an Lilinois-bred animal, sired by a 
horse owned from the time of his 2-year-old 
form until his death by a Chicago man. From a 
betting point of view the Derby was one of the 
most momentous events of the meeting. It had 
been thought all along that the California entry, 
Duchess ot Norfolk, had this race at her mercy, 
because the distance, two miles, is an unusual 
one for a Derby, and she had demonstrated her 
ability to go the route by winning at two miles 
and «a quarter before leaving the Pa- 
cific. The continued rains, however, had 
materially changed the aspect of affairs, 
and the friends of other horses in the race be- 
gan to have hopes of their favorites winning. 
Stauton's two victories over colts and filbes of 
his age made him first choice in the pools, and on 
public performances it looked as though he 
ought towm. Another one that was heavily 
backed was Angiia.

A FRENCH MURDER. 


The Terrible Revenge of an Apothecary. 


London Standard, 

Paris, June 11.—Fenayron, the retired apoth- 
ecary who murdered his wife's lover, another 
apotnecary named Aubert, at a villa at Chatou, 
under circumstances of peculiar atrocity, has 
made a full confession. Aubert, whose ac- 
quaintance with Mme. Fenayron had continued 
for some years, was, it will be remembered, in- 
veizied by ber to visit der at night at Chatou at 
the instigation of her husband, and his brother 


Henri aided dim in the orime. The murder ap- 


pears to have been deliberately planned. Fenay- 


ron’s confession is as follows: 

“In the morning my wife and [I went out and 
purchased twenty-five metres of stout rope and 
u hammer. Afew days before I had purchased 
a perambulator, which I thought I might want 
to take the body away. My wife went alone to 
Paris; my brother and I remained at Chatou. 
1 had threatened to kill her if she did not 
succeed in bringing her lover. She had no 
difficulty in doing so. My wife waited for bim, 
and when he came put her arms round his neck 
and kissed him. As be was suffering from the 
beat, she took him into the bedroom and mixed 
for him a glass of sugar and water. I was in an 
adjoining room, and througb a glass door I saw 
her kissmg Aubert. After be bad drank the 
cau sucree my wife went obt, and took the light 
with her. 

“] rushed at bim and hit him on the head with 
the hammer as hard as I could. He feil, and a 
terrible struggie ensued between us. But he 
grew weak from oss of blood, and with a sword- 
stick I struck him repeatediy in the chest. I 
then called for alight. My wife came in with a 
lamp, which she put down on a table, and ran 
away, 1 then said to M. Aubert: Do you know 
me? I brought you up; for your sake I iost my 
fortune; and you seducedemy wife and went 
about wages he: it.’ I then again bewan to 
strike him with the bammer and the swordstick, 
and soon he ceased to move. 
brother then joined me. They assisted me in 
tak bis clothes off, and to gag him, and we 
bound bis aro round him with apiece of lead 


piping. 
We then reflected that if the water entered 


his mouth the body, being distended, might 
tioat; so we took a pin from my wife's dress, 
fastened his lips together, and tied a napkin fast 
over his head. In our haste we bad forgotten to 
unmark the napkin, so we picked out the red 
cotton of the mark after we had tied it on. We 
then burnt the clothes, and, baying placed the 

r, we went out by the 
side door to the Bridge of Chatou. On the way 
the body fell off the rambulator, and we had 
some difficulty in replacmg it. We then went 
to the bridge and threw the body over between 
the second and tnird arches. It was [ alone who 
did it all. and I would have dove more if I could.” 

The law papers intimate that the Public Pros- 
eoutor hoids that the murderer was fully aware 
of bis wife's liaison, and that he decoyed the 
victim to Chatou, not in a spirit of revenge, but 
to extort mouey from bim, and murdered him 
for refusing to help kim out of his pecuniary 
embarrassments.

CHEVALIER HOFFMANN. 


Some Interesting Points in the History 
of a Remarkable Adventurer. 

A cable dispatch has announced the convic- 
tion at Vienna of Karl Hoffmann, a notorious 
swindier. The London Standard gives the fol- 
lowing account of the prisoner: The son ofa 
lass dealer of Carisbad, he commenced his 
career of fraud by representing himself as the 
nephew of Baron Hoffmann, tormerly an Aus- 
trian Minister, from whom he bad, he said, in- 
herited the Wolffsberg estate in Carinthia. Pre- 
tending that be was about to build a branch 
railway from his estate, he succeeded in obtain- 
ing from some tirms of contractors the sum of 
£26,000, of which £5,000 was paid by a Manches- 
ter raitway plant company, now in liquidation.

Another of Hoffmann’s successful swindles was 


carried out at Glasgow, where he ordered a 
yacht worth £9,000 for the Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph, and another, worth £16,000, for Prince 
ing) Charles of Roumania. Hoffmann 
succeeded in obtaining 41.600 from the shbip- 
builders as commission on these orders, Among 
other feats in his subsequent career Hoft- 
mann succeeded in getting appointed American 
Consul in Warsaw. While be was staying there 
asa British subject with a British passport he 
entered into a large contract with the Russian 
Government for the erection of extensive 
works. At another time while residing at St. 
James’ Lodge, Chapel place, London, be came 
out as the promoter of the Bohemian Collieries 
Company, with a capital of £100,000—a company 
which, needless to say, uever owned an inch of 
soil in Bohemia. Shortly afterward Hoffmann 
turned up in Vienna again, where, besides sev- 
eral minor swindies, he almost succeeded in 
defrauding a lady out of her town mansion 
worth £20,000. At the court Hoffmann, in plead- 
ing not guilty,” pretended that be bad a num- 
ber of letters from the Prince of Wales, coming 
down to the latest dates, and written in the lau- 
uage of intimate friendship. The prisoner is 
escribed as a Koman Catholic, 42 years of age, 
and separated from his wife. He is of tall fig- 
ure, with a bronzed face, and of ‘elegant man- 
ners and appearance.’ The past fourteen 
months be has spent in prison while inquiries 
were being made, and because the evidence 
against him had to be coilected from London, 
Berlin, St. Petersburg, and other European Cap- 
itals. There were over forty witnesses to be ex- 
amined against bim, including gentlemen from 
Rothechiid’s and other eminent banking houses. 
“After the long indictment had been got 
through the prisoner read out a document justi- 
fying him. He said the first bankers in the 
world had dealt with him. The firm of Péreire 
had credited him with 36,000,000 roubles. He had 
contracted loans for the Russian Government 
as well as for Portugal and for Turkey. He bad 
received the gold medal for art and science 
from the King of Prussia's own hand. He had 
been commissioned by the Russian Government 
to build barracks and fortificadous for them to 
the value of 80,000,000 rouble’, but he had re- 
fused to do so out of patriotism as an Austrian 
subject. He attributed the whole of the case 
that bad been gotten up against him to the 
Berlin police, who believe him to be the head of 
a Catholic revolutionary party,’ who wanted to 
seize the German Emperor and carry him off 
into captivity. At the conclusion of the 
prisoner's statement, which contained many 
more things of the same kind, he was cross-ex- 
amined. He had only once, he said, called him- 
self Baron Hoffmana, but people afterward per- 
sisted in giving him that title. Since 1860, he 
continued, be had been naturalized in Scotiand, 
and, therefore, had an English passport. All 
the orders he had worn nad really been pre- 
except the cross of the 
Legion of Honor, which had somehow come 
into his possession by mistake. He nad 
claimed 100,000 marks compensation through the 
English Ambassador for his arrest in Berlin, but 
his losses owing to that arrest had been greater. 
Several police notes and documents were then 
read, including the American Ambassador's let- 
ter te Hoffmann, announcing his nomination as 
American Consul at Warsaw. This nomination 
was afterwards cancelled by the Senete, but bis 
name by mistake continuedto appearin the 
official American Consular list. A note of Prince 
Bismarck’s private secretary followed, declaring 
that the Prince never saw Hoffmann, whereupon 
the accused said he spoke several times with the 
German Chancellor at Regierungsrath Wagen- 
er's house. The police notes state Hoffmann l- 
treated his first wife, and, without being divorced 
from her, had yee 17 negotiations fora 
marriage with a rien American lady. A London 
lice note states that Hoffmann obtained an 
ngiish passport under the pretense of being an 
English physician's son. He had left debts be- 
hind him in London and swindied an Englishman 
out of He had represented himself as 
roprietor of Bohemian coal mines, started a 
oint stock company, and bad had business con- 
nections with Mr. Albert Grant. Both che Ber- 
lin and London police notés designate Hoffmann 
as a ‘dangerous chevalier dindustric. He was 
sentenced to seven years’ imprisonment with 
hard labor.” 


FAILURES OF THIS YEAR. 


A Marked Increase in Number and Lia- 
bilities Over 1881. 
New York Tribune, July .. 

The mercantile agency of R. G. Dun & Po. 
publish promptly the figures of failures for the 
first baif of 188, closing yesterday. The total 
number of failures as reported to New York by 
their various branch offices is 3,597, as compared 
with 2,862 for the first six months of 1881. The 
liabilities for the six months just closed are 850. 
000,000, against $40,000,000 for the corresponding 


period of last year. The percentage of increase, 
therefore, both in number and amount of fail- 
ures, equals 25 per cent. In regard to these fic- 
ures the circular of the agency remarks as fol- 


sented to dim, 


lows: 

“ Although the failures exhibit a considerable 
increase in number and amount, the figures 
reached are yet so proportionately limited that 
cpey furnisi mo real ground for apprehension. 
Judged by the comparisons which are possibie 
with previous years, both in number of casual- 
ties and in the amount of liabilities, the figures 
indicate a soundness of trade in proportion to 
its extent. whichisin the main satisfactory. 
Thus, in 1878 the failures for the first half of the 
year were 5,825, with liabilities of $130,000,000— 
an increase of 25 percent over the year pre- 
vious.

A FEARFUL EXPLOSION. 


Three Hundred and Fifty Pounds of 
Dynamite Hurl Destruction Around, 
By Telegravh to New York Herald. 

Dover, N. J., July 1.—A terrible explosion of 
dynamite at Chester, ten miles distant, occurred 
at an early hour this morning. Chester is a neat 
country town of about 800 people, located at the 
terminus of the Chester Branch of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad. Some 
years ago it was discovered thet a fine vein of 
iron-ore ran directly through the heart of the 
town, and this resulted in the establishment of 
mines. The vein runs parallel with the main 
street of the place and is only about 100 feet 
distant, being just in the rear of the 
stores on the north side 
of the street. One of the mines on this 
vein, which is within 100 yards of the 
business centre of the town, is worked by Maley 
& Conley, contractors for the Cromwell Com- 
pany, of New York City. At4ofclock this morn- 
ing the men on the night sbift quit their work 
and came out of the mines, going into a barn 
near by to change their clothing, In this barn, 
which adjoined the engine, was stored a large 
quantity of kerosene oil, fuse cans, with about 
350 pounds of dynamite cartridges. One of the 
men, Ira Castrine, blew out his mine lamp, and, 


in doing s0, brushed the incrustations on the. 


wick off upon the floor, when they lighted a 
small piece of fuse. He tried to stamp it out 
with his feet, but failing in this gave warning to 
the other men, who ran away. The fire spread 
rapidiy, and soon caught a Kerosene barrel 
which exploded, and the barn was at once in 
flames. John Peterson, the engineer, a young 
Swede, thought he could rescue a. horse in the 
barn, and made the attempt. While trying to 
get him out the whole mass of dynamite ex- 

joded with a tremendous report, blowing the 

arn, engine-house, and a large ee, nearly 
to pieces and setting fire tothe wreck. Peterson 
and the horse were 8 dismembered, 
and parts of their bodies biown in every. direc- 
tion. The air was also filled with burning hay 
and splinters thrown in every direction, and but 
for the fact that it was raining at the timea 
conflagration in the town must have been the 
result. 

The miners, excepting Ira Oastrine, whose 
arm was broken by afalling piece of timber, had 
succeeded in getting beyond the reach of harm. 
The scene of terror which the explosion caused 
in the town beggars description. Most of the 
inhabitants had been awakened ‘by the first ex- 
plosion, but before they could imagine what was 
the matter the second came, shaking their 
houses as if by an earthquake, tearing off 
blinds, -shattering windows, and breaking in 
doors. Several bad gotten out of their beds and 
had just reached their windows when the great 
crash came on, knocking them down and cutting 
their beads and faces. Two men and one woman 
were severely injuredin this way. In many of 
the houses nearest the scene weatherboards 
were torn off, crockery thrown down and 
broken, and the ceilings and walls generally 
were shattered, failing upou the beds of the 
sleepers, together with fragments of broken 
Klass, and filling the people with terror. So uni- 
versal was the shock that all the clocks within a 
radius of a quarter of a mile were stopped. 
In a state of terror men, women, and 
children rushed from their houses in their 
night olothing and fled to the outskirts 
of the town in the opposit direction, be- 
fore they realized that the danger was over, 
the burning ruins casting a glare of light ou 
the fugitives. and making the scene a weird one 
in the extreme. When the reporter of the Her- 
ald reached the town a strange sight was to be 
seen. Men stood about the place in groups dis- 
cussing the matter., while in every house the in- 
mates were busy shovel up giass, cleani 
the plaster from their floors and househol 
goods, and.repairing damages as far as they 
could. In ‘the neighborhood of the explosion 
the trees of an orchard at the rear of the barn 
were filled witir hay, pieces of board and timber, 
while the ground for hundreds of feet around 
was strewn with spiaters. The house of Dr. 
Hedges, about 200 feet to the th, was a w 
so far as the doors and windows were concerned. 
His daughter, who slept in au exposed part of 
the house, had the fragments of two windows 
blown across her bed, Dut the young lady was 
8 Five barn buildings belonging to 
Dr. Hedges had the weatherboards on the sides 
facing the explosion torn off, together with the 
roofs. His cattle in the yards were not injured. 
Joists and pieces of beams wére blown into the 
buildings, while in one corner of the barn was a 
leg of the horse which had been. killed, and a 
piece of his body was blown through the side of 
another building, making a large hole in its 
passage. 

The Congregational Church, about 100 feet 
further to the north, had every one of its eight 
large windows completely blown out, the blinds 
and sashes being carried away, while the plaster 
of the stone foundation was knocked of and 
some of the stones themselves were wrenched 
from their beds. All the handsome stained- 
giass windows of the new chapel adjoining the 
church were also knocked out. In this direction 
a farm-house three-quarters of a mile away hail 
many panes of glass broken, and in the same 
direction, at Succasunna, seven miles away, the 
boarders in Vannier’s summer hotel were awak- 
ened and start! by the report. Along the 
main street of the town, to the south of the 
scene of the disaster, the bavoc was visible in 
every building. The rear parts of the stores 
and houses on the north side of the street were 
denuded of weatherboards, while on all sides 
the window shutters, sashes, and giass were 
broken, and in many cases the doors were 
blown in. The drug-store of F. N. Jenkins had 
ite une glass front biown out. The drugs were 
knocked from the shelves, and the entire walls 
throughout the building were destroyed. The 
store of C. R. Skillenger was similariy treated 
as to its front and walls. William T. 
Burd’s store had its windows blewn out, 
and a crockery room in the rear looked asifa 
bull had visited a china shop. The Centennial 
Building, occupied by four stores, with seven 
families living above them, had its whole plate- 
giass front—100 feetin length—blown out, while 
the inmates were greatly terrified. The Chester 
Hotel, located fully 100 yards distant, bad 400 
panes shattered on the side nearest the.explo- 
sion. The sashes were generally demolished. 
So great was the force of the concussion that 
doors in that side were wrenched from their 
heavy fastenings. Joseph Budd's store had 
$300 worth of piate-glass in its front wrecked. 
The crockery and glassware were kuocked 
from the shelves and destroyed. 

The windows of the Masonic- Hall, in the upper 
part of thie building, were all broken. Rae 
store of George Richard & Co., still further 
away, had its entire front of large glass smashed, 
and at least a dozen smaller stores and shops 
were denuded of their windows. The number of 
private houses that suffered is also great. In- 
deed, there is not a house in the central portion 
of the town but what is more or less damaged, 
while considerable injury and great labor 
has been caused by the falling of plaster and 
ceilings. Any attempt to estimate the loss 
would be useless, for ail seemed too greatly ex- 
cited to have an idea of the amonnt of damage 
done them. Fuliy fifty buildings were injured. 
As glass cannot be put in till a large stock has 
heen received from New York, the appearance 
of the town is terribly distressing to behold. 
Even after the second explosion many people 
were afraid to go back to their homes, for the 
steam was escaping from,the boilers in the burn- 
ing engine-house, and it was feared that they 
might explode. Maley & Conley, the contract- 
ors, met with a considerable Joss in the destruc- 
tion of their barns, powder-magazine, engine- 
house, and a considerable quantity of mining 
machinery, including a number. of steam-drills. 
In storing the powder as they did, it is said that 
they have but followed a custom prevalent for 
years, and that as high as a thousand pounds of 
dynamite bave been stored in the same piace at 
one time. Those who 9 the shock say 
that it seemed to them their houses were 
about passing away from under their feet, and 
that for a few moments they were deprived of 
the power of realizing anything.

The episode in the career of Sam Houston is 
well known, In the prime of life and with every 
prospect of usefulness and ambition opened 
before him. having been elected Governor af 
Tennessee, he resigned his office and 
abandoned his home on 
ing succeeding — wedding, from a 
cause never definitly ascertained, but 
which was supposed to be the confession of his 
wife that she loved another better than himself. 
All efforts of his friends to induce bim to change 
his purpose were in vain. He descended the 
Tennessee River to Cairo, where he fitted out a 
small flatboat with whisky and Indian trading 
supplies, and floated down the Mississippi to the 
mouth of the Arkan He pushed up that river 
to the mouth of the Lllinois, which is about thirty 
miles @outh from Fort Gibson. There he found 
the cicaring of 5 friend John Jolly, the

principal Cherokee Chief, whose log-cabin stood 
about 300 yards from the high bluff forming the 
bank of the confluent rivers, under the shade of 
a thick growth of tonw and sycamore. 
Houston got a most hospitable welcome. 

John Jolly was a fulj-blooded Cherokee, speak- 
ing no English, and at this time about 60 vears 
of age. He was of massive build, although not 
tall, witha rotund but commanding counte- 
nance. His long locks were pientifully sprinkled 
with gray. 0 several n slaves 
who cultivated als clearing, and a 
stock of cattie h but he 
after the Indian ; 
contained only a single room. 
wore an Indian dress. Houston became his per- 
manent guest, adopted the [Indian dress of hunt- 
ing shirt, moccasins, ings, and becom- 
ing a thorough Chero nguage and habits. 
The boat-load of whisky soon disappeared in 
hospitable libations. Houston lived by his rifle, 
supplying game to the common larder. 
and partaking of tbe common Gish of 
hominy, or Ka-nau-ha-na, a great 
trough of which stood always im the 
centre of the cabin for all who wished 
to help themselves. Judge Keyes remembers to 
bave seen Houston and Jolly seated on the 
ground feeding each other with great friendli- 
ness from the single common K 

Houston soon me a thorough Indian in 
habits and appearance. Except upon occasions 
of ceremony he was as naked and careless as 
any Cherokee, and 
gorgeously and carefully arrayed. He let 
his hair grow and braided it until it 
hung in a singie — lock to the small ot 
his back, but he did not pluck out his beard. He 
shaved bis Mustache and wore a goatee upon 
his chin.

This life of savagery and drunkenness finaily 
palled upon the nobler elements of his nature. 
The struggie of the infant commonwealth of 
Texas for freedom aroused his sympathies and 
his ambition. He left his friends, the Cherokees, 
und joined the fortunes of the Republic. His 
subsequent career isa familiar story. He was 
strongly attached to his Cherokee wife. After 
bis arrival in Texas de sent for her to 
join bim, but she would not leave her friends 
and home. They had no children, but his name 
is a common patronymic among the Cherokees. 
He did not forget bis Indian friends. Their del- 
egations were always welcome to his hospitali- 
ties when he was a Senator in Washington, and 
he was always fervent in defense of their rights 
in the balls of Congress. His Indian life was a 
singular episode in a remarkable career, but 
it is not without parallels in the lives of less 
distinguished but almost equally remarkable 
men. They found the fascinations of savage 
life, Cherokee beauty, and Cherokee friendship 
irresistible, and they founded families possess- 
ing the best traits of the white and red races, 
whose representatives would have won a wide 
tame if their exploits bad been within the do- 
main of European civilization. They now gov- 
ern the destinies of the Cherokee Nation.

Exercise and Health. 
London Spectator. 

The very day on which the articleon “The 
Value of Exercise’’ appeared in the Spectator, a 
lecture on the same subject was delivered at 
Zurich by Dr. Jaeger, of Stuttgart, a gentleman 
whose theories touching the intluence of exer- 
cise and clothing on bealtn have lately made 
considerable stir in Germany and Switzerland. 
As the lecture was not only bighly interesting, 
but, in a. certain sense, an answer to the article. 
a brief statement of the Doctor's views may 
——— not uninteresting to your readers. Dr. 

neger’s attention was first directed to the 
value of exercise, by his own ill-health, the re- 
sult as he afterward discoved of a too sedentary 
life. He noticed that wild avimals, though they 
bad no thought for their health,are nearly al- 
ways whole; and be asked himseif: Wherein 
lies the difference between soundness and 
delicacy of constitution, and whence arises pre- 
disposition to disease? To resolve these ques- 
tions he began a series of observations on the 
effect of gymnastic exercises on the buman 
body. He compared the health of schoo) chil- 
dren who went through a regular course of 
gymnastics with those who did not, and he found 
that the absences (from illness) among the for- 
mer were 40 per cent less than among the latter. 
In another gymnasium the dilference was 18 
percent. Io agiris’ school in which gymnastic 
exercises were reguiariy given the absences 
were almost nil. Dr. Jaeger next turned his at- 
tention to the army. He found that soldiers in 
the third year of their service bad a much higher 
specific weight than newly-enlisted recruits. 
The mortality among third-year soldiers 
is, pe 
among second-year soldiers, and among the 
latter it is 3 


Still more 
deaths of the older soldiers from typhoid and 
kindred diseases are relatively fewer tban 
among new comers and second-year men. The 
proportion of those attacked is less, the propor- 
tion of those who recover is greater. Dr. Jaeger 
ascribes these results to arill and

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‘YOUNG AND OLD RUSSIA. 


The Astounding Revelations Made at 

Some Recent Trials aud Their Effect. 

* Nie York Sun. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 15.—For years it has 
been customary to charge * Young Russia” with 
all the manifold troubles of the country. It bas 
been repeatedly stated, both officially. and pri- 
vately, that the Russian universities of today 
do nothing but prepare proselytes for the revo- 
lutionary leaders, who boldly denounce the 
triple Russian prineiple - autocracy, orthodoxy, 
and nationalism.” It seemed thay more than a 
score of Nibilist trials sustained that view. In 
the Czar’s courts there have been: repeatedly 


witnessed scenes like this: 


“Your name?” 4 Terrorist.” Tour oo. 
cupation?” “Destruction of Ozarism.”" Tour 


faith?” “Social-revoludionary.” “ What means 
of Subsistence have you?” “A seyolutionary 
kund.“ 


So the respectable public, largely composed of 
the fathers, found it advantageous to depounce 
the universities and colleges for the corruption 
of the sons. 

But new scenes have been witnessed in the 
same courts of justice. Not the sons, but the 
fathers were this time in the prisoners’ box. Re- 
cently in the Supreme Marine Court the Sar- 
geon-General of the Navy. Privy-Couwncilor 
Bogdan Bush, man 64 years old, was tried. On 
the trial it was proved that during seventeen 
years of his administration not a single surgeon 
of the navy was appointed, promoted, or given 
leave of absence without a bribe, and there are 
several thousand navy surgeons. Every marine 
hospital, and there are about 100 of them, paid 
the Surgeon-General an unnual subsidy. He 
had perfected bribery into a system. His secre- 
tary, Andreeff,' and his clerk, Parfenoff, were 


instructed by bim to collect annually a 
certain amount from every surgeon and 
every hospital. As to the contracts for 
supplying tne marine bospitals with 


goods, the Surgeon-General attended to them 
himself, and hia bribes were usually in big, 
round laures. Dr. Bush was sentenced to be 
deprived of all his rights and privileges and ex- 
led to Siberia for four years. The people were 
astounded by tne disclosures of this trial, and 
they now call it “the Bushbiad.” Those who 
were present at the rehearsal of the Bushiad 
asked one another, Now who do you think is 
the better, the sons or the fathers?’ 

A fortnight previous to this trial State-Coun- 
clior Maksheet?, 54 years old, with a number of 
his subordinate officers, was tried for bribery in 
the District Court. Maksheeff was the Chief In- 
tendant during the late Turko-Russian war, and 
it was bis duty to make contracts with men who 
supplied the army with provisions. Among the 
defendants there was also a number of well- 
known millionaires. On the trial it was proved 
that nota single contract was made without a 
big bribe being paid. In fact, about a third 
of ali the money drawn for the provisions of 
the army was left in the pockets of the Czar's 
officers. Maksheeff and his subordinates 
were sentenced to ten years of hard labor 
in the Siberian mines. The millionaires who 
bribed the officers were acquitted, for, accord- 
ing to the Czar's law, a mao may offer a bribe 
with impunity; only be wbo accepts a brive com- 
mits a crime. Among the auditorsin the court- 
room were beard remarks like this: “ To cheat 
the soldiers who were fighting, starving, and 
freezing, is not that far worse than cunspiracy 
against che State?” 

These two recent cases have led the public to 
recail other important cases wherein the“ fa- 
thers were defendants. State-Councilor Ovsi- 
annikoff took the Government contract for sup- 
piying the army with flour. When he realized 
that he could not make tne expected profit he 
burned-his mill, and then declared that the flour 
had been ready, but was destroyed in the fire. 
He was tried and convicted as an incendiary 
and exiledto Qrepburg, where, however, he 
played the part of a provincial lion. Mother 
Mitrophania, the abbess of a female convent, 
took money on deposit, or borrowed it from 
pious people, and speculated with it on Change. 
She failed, and her pious creditors were de- 
frauded. She was tried and convicted. Mme. 
Gulak-Artemoyvsky, the wife of an official of 
high rank, being on the best of terms with the 
beads of all the State departments. was early in- 
formed of all financial projects of the Govern- 
ment. Sue knew howto transform that know!l- 
edge into gold. Thusshe acquired millions, and 
divided with the officiais. She practiced “ addi- 
tion and division.“ but silence was beyond ber 
power, amd so she got into the prisoners’ box. 
it required the combined efforts of all the beads 
of the departments to save ber from Siberia, but 
they could not save their own reputation. 
Directors of banks have defrauded their credit- 
ors, Treasurers have stolen the Government 
money, Governors have robbed villages or 
stolen Government lands, miliions of rubles 
have been spent for worthless men-of- war, and 
soon. In these cases the names of men of the 
highestrank and greatest wealth are coupled 
with crime and immorality. 

Well, who are the better, the sons or the 
fathers? | asked a promint Russian lawyer. 

“The sons, at the very beginning of their 
short public life,” be replied, ** hoidly and open- 
ly renounced the triple principle of autoc- 
racy, orthodoxy, and nationalism, and they are 
ready to suffer for their political opinions. The 
fathers,on the coptrary, professing to serve 
God, autocrat, and country. in fact violate their 
oaths. In short, the sins of the fathers have 
brought on the revoit of the sous.“
